OMB, regarding our interest in S. 1437, the "Criminal Code Reform Act 
of 1978." I brought Mr. Carlstrom up tp date on our concern with this 
legislation and with our activities related thereto. Our concern goes 

to the legislation's failure to provide a "public authority defense." I 

told Mr. Carlstrom we had been consulting with the Department of Justice 
and had met last week with the staff of the House Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence on this legislation. Itold him further we were 
considering approaching the House Judiciary Committee and Senator 
Edward Kennedy (D., Mass.), a prime sponsor of the legislation, to raise 
our concerns with them, in an effort to obtain a congressional hearing for 
the matter of the relationship between this legislation and authorized 
intelligence activities. Mr. Carlstrom said it was important that we 
continue to work closely with the Department of Justice on this, and that 
he would check with other components in OMB to ascertain whether they 
would have any objection to our pursuing this course ofaction. We agreed 
that in lieu of a formal letter to OMB on S. 1437 in response to their request 
for our views, I would provide Mr. Carlstrom a memorandum outlining 
our concerns with the legislation and our activities to date.
